Our Importa. 



No country can be said lo be in a pros- 
perous coniiition so long as its imports are 
in excess of its exports ; for just in propor- 
tion as the imports exceed the oxporis is 
the country impoverished by the ■ ithclrawal 
of so much capital from general circulation. 
If a man engaged in commercial pursiiii.s, 
when ho niiikes up his balance slicei at the 
end of the year, ili.<covers thai his ilisbnrse- 
meiils are in c.'.ccss of his receipts, ho natu- 
rally (lumes to the conclusion that his bnsi- 
ness is in an unhealthy comlition, and thai 
he has been a loser by the year's operation. 
And just so it IS in a national point of view. 
The less dependent a country is for its sup- 
plies of those commodities necessary to 
meet the demands of its people, whether 
they bo such as are requi.sile for the prose- 
cution of industrial purposes, or for daily 
consumption, the greater will be its general 
prosperity, its increase in population, and 
consequent advancement in material and 
permanent wealth. On tho other hand, a 
country that is dependent upon its nei;;h- 
bor.'t to supply all, or nearly all. its demands 
for the commonest neces.saries of life, even 
though the soil tliereof be ever so richly im- 
pregnated with golden treasure, must be 
poor, and can never attain lo that position 
of commercial importance which is ihe re- 
sult of local enterprise and national indus- 
try. 

During the months of January and Feb- 
ruary last the importations into this Colony 
leacbed the" sum of §517,455, of which 
amount $87,257 were paid for commodities 
which, had proper encouragement been 
given and inducements held out by the 
Government and Legislature to those who 
sought a home here, might have been, lo a 
very great extent, supplied by oar own 
people, and thus nlTorded employment to a 
large additional population, and retained 
v»ithin the Colony just so much of a cash 
capital for general circulation. For asrioiil- 
tural and horticultu-a! pro ducliun:!, live 
stock, and dairy prociuce, SjI, 710, or lliere- 
about, were paid during the two months 
named; and for inaiuifuclnreii articles of va- 
rious descriptions, incli:din:,' luinljcr, latlis, 
shingles, etc., S35,.')41. Assu ming that the 
average monihly importations for the re- 
maining months of the year will .be the 
same as those already noted ; the tolal drain 
of cash from the Colony for. ooroinodities 
Teqaioite to meet the deniands of the people, 
anHriwfiichjiwere'the .natural, resources' of 
the country turned to proper aooount, might 
be produced on our own soil,' will reach the 
sum of about S523,543. When it is borne 
in mind that wo have a vast ex'.ent of coun- 
try, which for fertility is unsurpaHseil on thi^ 
continent, with a mild and (salubrious cli- 
mate, extensive forests of the he.-t timber, 
and pasturage lauds on which rattle ami ' 
sheep might be reared to an uiiliiniled ex-, 
lent, and every desciiption of a^rituiltural 
produce, wheat, barley, o:iIs, peas hean^ 
potatoes, hay, etc, raided in abundance, 
and .«econd m (pialliy to no p.iit of the 
globe, the quo-lion forces itself Upon the 
miiid, how much hmger shall we con- 
tinue in this utterly dependent ^tato? 
draining the country of its Ifist dollar in 
payment for such articles and cominoditios 
as we have every facility for producing our- 
«eives.'wera the proper, slaps only lakea to 
make those facilities available. Why should 
we oobtiniia to be dependent upon our 
noighbow in Oregon and Washington Ter- 
ritory for the buildiU); material wo require, 
the produce we cuiisume, anJ the hay and 
grain to feed our cuttle? It i:< not i)ecau.»j 
Iheir lands arc belief than ours, iheir cliinalo 
preferable, or their tinil)er of a superior 
quality. In these resj.ects we ask no odds 
of ihem. But it is owiu;; to th(^ npatliy and 
culpable «horl-si;;ht(tdne'is ol (iiir rulcis, 
who, instead of ii;,plyiii;,' lln^ni-elvei lo the 
work of devclcipiii^ tin' nalnr.il resources of 
the iN.iuilry, .md enc.niniging and giving 
Rliinulus to local eutfir()rise and indllfliyi 
hare, by thu policy which thny have hifOto- 
font pursued, Hystumatically obstructed en- 
terprise, depnpulattui the country, nnd estab- 
lished tor our American neighbors a profit- 
able market for ihoir surplus productions. 
It Is high lime that a dilTerent and wiNcr 
policy were inuufturated, and that the 
attention of tho Government, as well as 
oommeroial men and capilalisin who have 
an interest at slake in the (^ol.iny, shonhl 
be directed to tlin task of n'medying a 
condition of allMii-. /o highly detiimenlal 
to the bt!st ii.lcicMs ,,l 111.' ('(iiinuy.
